More than $4,000,000 worth of American railway 
engines have been exported in the nine months ending 
with March, 1900, as compared with less than $1,000,- 
000 worth in the corresponding months, ending with 
March, 1894, and $2,800,000 worth in the correspond- 
ing months of 1898. 








Exports to Asia and Oceania in the fiscal year, 
which ends with the month of June will, for the first 
time in our history, exceed $100,000,000. In no part 
of the world has our export trade grown with such 
amazing rapidity, with the single exception of Africa. 
In 1893 our total exports to all Asia and Oceania 
amounted to only $27,421,831, so that in the fiscal 
year now ab ut to end they will be about four times 
as great as those of eight years earlier. 





Tue fiscal year 1900 continues to break all records 
in the matter of exportations. April is an example 
of this fact. The total exports in April are $118,926,- 
507, which is $20,000,000 more than in any preceding 
year, $30,000,000. more than April of last year and 
double that of April, 1893. Never before has April, 
which is usually a light export month, reached the 
$100,000,000 mark in its exports. Every branch of 
industry lends its aid to this increase.

Inventors waste time and money in patenting 
ridiculous ideas to the benefit only of patent lawyers, 
who encourage them to push these inventions which 
are of no practical value.

THERE is one well-to-do resident of a smaller city 
in one of our Northern states who will say unkind 
words to the next steel range peddler that comes his 
way. In fact, having paid a good fat price to a suave 
peddler, and having secured his range, he has learned 
by bitter experience that there is at least one reason 
why it is better to patronize a local hardware dealer 
rather than an irresponsible peddler. This buyer of 
a peddled steel range also secured from them a pres- 
sure boiler'and a water front, and when he installed 
them he found himself in trouble, as the water front 
burst and he told his troubles to the far-away firm 
sending out the peddlers. As consolation he received 
a letter reading as follows: 

‘Your letter of the 9th instant at hand, and con- 





tents noted. In reply, beg to advise that had 
known that the pressure boiler for your range was 
the basement below the range we would never ha 
shipped the water front without writing you, It wi 
burst every water front that is put in the range whe: 
the pressure boiler is below. * * * The boil 
should always be on a level or higher than the rang: 
It does not matter how much higher than the range. 
The water does not circulate freely the way it is now 
connected, as it does not fill the water front complete! y 
which causes it to crack.”’ 

After the water frozt had burst the range peddler 
experts had good advice in plenty to give their cus 
tomer, telling him he should have known better, which 
was decidedly poor consolation for Mr. Purchaser who 
now had the pleasure of calling around on the loca! 
hardware dealer and securing his assistance in get- 
ting him out of the scrape he was in owing to having 
his range boiler connections improperly made. If 
Mr, Purchaser had bought his steel range at his local 
dealer’s in the first place, he would have secured a bet- 
ter range at a smaller price, and would have been 
spared that joyous household happiness that comes 
from a bursting water front. A steel range peddler 
may kaow how to sell a steel range, but when it comes 
to installation what does he care about it compared 
with the local hardware dealer.

THERE were once two frogs trying to climb out of 
a well.

THE Pittsburg journalist does not find life one 
sweet, voluptuous dream, judging from a little inci- 
dent in connection with the recent convention of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron,Steel and Tin Work- 
ers. 





All the newspapers in Pittsburg, except one, 
have a strike on with the Typographical Union. 
Samuel T, Luty, of the Pittsburge Commercial-Tele- 
graph, and J. E. McCrath, of the Pittsburg Leader, 
were sent to report the convention of the Amalga- 
mated Association as correspondents for their papers. 
No sooner did they arrive in Indianapolis than they 
were discovered by members of the association. They 
secured rooms at a hotel in advance of some of the of- 
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icers of the organization. When the officers arrived 
nd learned the correspondents were in the hotel they 
ade their complaint and the two newspaper men 
rere notified that their rooms could not be spared. 
They went to another hotel and secured rooms, but 
when the officers discovered their whereabouts, they 
were left again without a stopping place, At this 
hotel all the delegates would have left had not the ob- 
jectionable newspaper men taken their departure. A 
third hotel was sought by the two men and they were 
permanently located. 





In the convention a resolution denying the Pitts- 
burg correspondents admittance to the open session 
yesterday morning and forbidding any news to be 
given them was passed. To make the resolution more 
biading a fine of $5 was levied upon any member seen 
in conversation with these men. 





If true, this arbitrary treatment of a couple of 
correspondents, well known in the journalistic arena, 
smacks too much of med‘zvel despotism and absolut- 
ism to go very well in a free country. When an or- 
ganization attempts to send press representatives to 
coventry by imposing a $5 fine on any member seen 
in conversation with them, it shows not only an arro- 
gant and undemocratic exclusiveness, but it places a 
brand on the loyalty of its membership. The edito- 
rial employes of a paper have no control over its busi- 
ness policy. Itis not their province to decide what 
arrangements are made between their employers and 
the mechanical departments of their respective pa- 
pers, and the action of the association in singling 
these men out for petty persecution is not going to 
advance the cause of unionism, but will alienate all 
fair minded people, who cannot but be disgusted at 


such odious and tyrannical persecution.

They kissed again in tears.” 

A year of rebuffs and ridicule, occasional options 
and numerous negatives, finicky financiers and mis- 
trusting manufacturers has cut to the quick even the 
swaggering patience of a trust promoter, and at last 
even John W. Baker is reaching around for a shovel to 
throw a clod or two in the stove trust grave, His 
latest interview on the stove trust given to the New 
York Commercial is no longer a preliminary poem of 
an almost immediate triumph, but is tinged with obit- 
vary melancholy, Of course a promoter cannot say 
his project is up the spout any more than a politician 
can. admit that his party has been defeated. A con- 
trast of this aforesaid very lukewarm summary, with 
the flamboyant rhcdimontade of a year ago shows that 
times have changed, and the stove industry, having 
been fortunate enough to have escaped the trust drag- 
net so perniciously common in January, 1899, and 
thereabouts, bids fair to remain permanently free 
from consolidation entanglements. 
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We quote as follows from this esteemed exchange 
of ours: 


John W. Baker, promoter of the project, was present 
yesterday, and outlined to a Commercial reporter his plan, 
He said he was not pushing the consolidation, as it would be 
impossible to finance it just now. 

“IT am only keeping it alive,’’ he said, “and I can say that 
we are, to a great extent, conducting a campaign of educa- 
tion. 

“The stove manufacturers are studying the question in 
all ite phase>. We are getting together and are working in 
harmony. I am positive the project will go through.’ 

Mr. Baker sketched the financial plan. He said a corpo- 
ation had been formed called the National Stove Manufac- 
turing Co., which would be the nucleus of the combination. 

“This company,”’ he explained, ‘‘was formed under the 
laws of Delaware, and had a capital stock of $10,000. That 
capital is merely nominal, and will be increased to the 
amount upon which the financiers deeide. 

“TI believe the name of the company will be maintained 
when the organization iscompleted. The capital stock of the 
proposed combination will be between $30,000,000 and $40,- 
000,000. It will include 216 manufacturers located in all 
parts of the country, but it may happen that all of those con- 
cerns will not be taken in when the final details of consolida- 
tion are completed. I have options on 140 companies, and 
they are among the best in the industry. 

‘On all sides I find an inclination on the part of the 
manufacturers to renew their options, which, 1 believe, indi- 
cates that they are in sympathy with the movement. Of 
course, an option does not in itself indicate anything when 
the work of auditing the plant is finished, but it shows that 
we have the support of the trade. 

“So far no definite plan has been adopted in regard to 
the issuing of stock. In fact, the project never has been pre- 
sented to bankers other than in an informal manner. I do 
not know whether bonds will be issued nor what the propor- 
tion of common and preferred stock will be. That will be 
decided when all the appraisals and audits are finished. 

“We are awaiting a change in the money market and in 
the feeling which some bankers have against individuals. 
In the meantime we are getting ready for the change.”’ 





What’s this? Can it be that Mr. Baker is re- 
ported correctly? Is the platform of ’99 to the effect 
that all that was necessary was for stove manufac- 
turers to send in options, superseded by the pessimis- 
tic declaration that ‘‘Of course an option does not in 
itself indicate anything?” 





‘‘T am only keeping it alive,” says Mr. Baker, un- 
willing to call a corpse a corpse, even as he carves the 
virtues of the deceased on the headstone. 





Mr. Baker’s most astounding declaration is that 
‘‘We are awaiting a change in the money market and 
in the feeling which some bankers have against indi- 
viduals.” A year ago our. promoter’s underwriting 
friends were all ready to grab hold of the project and 
wind it up in short order. Now they are hanging 
back, and is one reads between the lines the surmise 
might be made that leading financiers look on the 
stove trust scheme as rather fishy. ‘‘The feeling 
which some bankers have against individuals” is only 
a promoters way of saying that they will have none of 
his scheme. The personal vanity of moneyed men, not 
their disapproval of the great and only airsbip or 
non-refillable bottle, is the reason the promoter of 
these great inventions is turned down. Poor stove 
trust. Requiescat in pace.

THE ROBINSON TUBULAR RADIATOR. 








The accompanying cut shows the Robinson tubu- 
lar radiator used in the Robinson warm air furnaces 
made by the Robinson Furnace Co., 106 Lake street, 
Chicago. This radiator consists of top and bottom 


decks, both heavy cast iron, with a row of charcoal 
wrought iron tubes placed close together inside of a 





heavy steel shell. In the reat are the smoke collars, 
cast elbow and direct draft damper. In front of drum 
are large feed door frame and large clean outs on 
either side. The drum is divided into upper and lower 
flue chambers by a series of sheet flues placed midway 
between upper and lower decks, Jeaving ample space 
between tubes and shell to permit the passage of smoke, 
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gas, etc,, freely, thereby forming a complete system 
of revertible flues. The products of combustion which 
rise from the fire chamber are carried to the back of 
the drum, spread right and left, pass in lower cham- 
ber between tubes and steel shell to front of same, and 
then rise to the upper chamber and are carried from 
there to rear of drum and to smoke pipe. The large 
amount of air which passes through the tubes and 
around the steel shell is thereby thoroughly heated. 





MUELLER FURNACE WITH AIR BLAST 
. ATTACHMENT. 





The accompanying cut shows the Mueller furnace 
with air blast attachment for soft coal manufactured 
by the L. J. Mueller Furnace Co., Milwaukee, Wis. 
This air blast supplies heated air to the hot gas and 
forms perfect combustion, it is claimed, by igniting 
with and thereby consuming the gas and the bulk of 
the black smoke from soft coal, cokes the coal and 
then consumes the coke. The air is uniformly distrib- 
uted around the circumference of the pot and forc ed 
through round openings into the fire. This causes

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FAULTY HOT WATER BOILER CONNECTIONS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I noticed in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of tbe 5th 
inst. that James J. Lawler has answered The Barrett 
Hardware Co.’s range boiler connection inquiry and 
think it O. K., but would like to ask him if the en- 
closed diagram would not also work.

ANSWER BY JAMES J, LAWLER, 


In reply to our subscriber of Barrington, Ill., we 
desire to state that h‘s pipe system, as shown in the 
accompanying illustration, Fig. 1, would not work 
with any satisfactory results. It is a mistake to de- 
liver the hot water from furnace coil to the hot water 
boiler through waterback, for the reason that in do- 
ing so much friction is added to the movement of the 
water which has already more than it should have in 
the number of fittings which are on these two lines, 
and, therefore, we recommend connecting the hot 
water pipe from furnace coil to side connection of 
boiler, as shown in our illustration, Fig. 2. Our sub- 
scriber’s method, Fig. 1, is also very faulty in regard 
to the connection between boiler and waterback at 
the bottom of boiler, which also retards circulation 
when waterback is in operation, for the reason that 
all cold water must travel first from bottom of boiler 
to a point near the furnace in cellar and then return 
to bottom of waterback, on which lines there are ten 
elbows, as well as the-pipe, which combined make a large 
amount of friction, every fraction of which is a detri- 
ment to the circulation and proper heating of the 
water. We therefore again recommend connecting the 
lower pipes between boiler and waterback as shown in 
our sketch, Fig. 2, which give the shortest possible 
circuit between boiler and waterback, and at the same 
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time making it independent. It will, therefore, be 
seen that if the system which we show in Fig. 2 is car- 
ried out, the range may be used in summer and the 
furnace in winter, or they may both be used at the 
same time with all the stop cocks open, and in case of 
repairing the furnace the two stop cocks on furnace 
coil may be closed, while the other will answer to 
drain the entire system when necessary. 

But there is still another fault in our subscriber’s 
system, as shown in Fig. 1, to which we desire to call 
attention, and that is in regard to the circulation be- 
tween the boiler and plumbing fixtures. If constructed 
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Pig. 2. 


as show in Fig. 1, there would be no circulation of the 
hot water by gravitation at any time, and hot water 
could only be drawn at the various fixtures after all 
hot water the pipe contained from boiler to fixtures 
had been drawn from them through pressure, and 
therefore our friend’s system would be a dead letter 
throughout. 

We show in Fig. 2 how to construct the circulat- 
ing pipe in order to secure the desired results, as will 
be seen, the circulating pipe must first rise to some 
of the fixtures so that air will escape from same then 
fall back to boiler.

Afloat for England, Straits, 2,300; afloat to Con- 
tinent, Straits, 510; Australian afloat, 326; Billiton 
afloat, 1,225. 

Stocks in America, estimated and afloat, inclusive 
of English, -6,700; stocks in Duteh Trading Co.’s 
hands and afloat for future bi-monthly sales, 3,920. 


TINPLATE INDUSTRY GAINING IN SOUTH 
WALES. 


The tinplate industry in South Wales which, after 
the staggering blow delivered by the Dingley tariff, 
many thought past praying for, recovered in a most 
marvelous manner, and South Wales has witnessed its 
great staple trade enjoying a year’s prosperity seldom 
equaled, says the New York Commercial. 

Those who have closely watched developments 
now claim to observe signs of a change, which, though 
it will not again cause the widespread loss and hard 
times gone through between 1893 and 1898, may still 
bring about fora time stoppage of tinplate mills, and 
check present prosperity until the trade once more 
adjusts itself, 

Twelve months ago there were but 355 mills at 
work. Old works siace then have been restarted and 
idle milis set going to the number of 65 mills, uutil we 
have today 420 mills at work, with a production of 
close upun 13,000,000 boxes per annum, a quantity 
amounting almost to the highest point of production 
ever attained, 

During the bad times plates were sold as low as 
103d per box, and there is little doubt that the cheap- 
ness of tinplate during those times brought about its 
utilization for scores of things not dreamed of before. 
Apart from this, Welsh makers have been cultivating 
new counections and adapting their production to the 
needs of customers in a manuer unknown before. 

Welsh makers have been hand'‘capped by the high 
price of fuel which is now more than double the price 
it was some eight months ago, while castings, boxes, 
etc., are probably higher than remembered by the 
present generation cf makers. Tin bars, the basis of 
tinplate, formerly bought at £4 5s, are now £7 5s per 
ton, and tin is also at an abnormal price. 


> 
GROWTH OF AMERICAN TIN PLATE INDUSTRY. 


The growth of the tia plate industry in this 
country is shown by a comparison of the resources of 
Great Britain and the United States made by the Iron 
and Coal Trade Review, London, which gives the fol- 
lowing figures: 

The total number of mills erected in the tin plate 
works of the United Kingdom at the end of 1899 was 
475. Of this number 42, at five different wooks, be- 
longed to the firm of R. Thomas & Co., Ltd. The 
total number of tin plate mills in the United States at 
the end of last year was reported by the vice-president 
of the American Tin Plate Co. to be 327, so that the 
British total is at present 148 mills in excess of the 
American. 

The average capacity of an up-to-date mill in 
either country will be 1,600 to 1,650 tons per annum, 
at which rate the resources of the mills in the United 
States should be 523,200 tons, while those of the 
United Kingdom should be 760,000 tons, similarly 
computed, But there are old mills in Great Britain 
not equal to this production, and more obsolete mills 
in South Wales, where the industry has been carried 
on for more than a century, than there are in Amer- 
ica, where the industry practically had a start in 1890.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Let A B C, Fig. 1, represent an upright view of 
half the dome and D £ F dH the collar in position, 
Continue the side lines in both directions till they 
meet at X and also at the line H J, which is higher 
than A C to conform with this drawing. Strike semi- 
circles which divide in equal parts, in this case six, 
and. number as shown. Draw right-angle lines to D 
E and H J. Connect the several points on these 
straight lines as shown in diagram, Draw a parallel 
line to D E, touching the point F as shown by G F 
on the line C B continued indefinitely (but any 
straight line will do); draw a duplicate of DE G F, 

















Fig. 2, and mark as shown. Strike semicircles and 
draw lines at right angles to G Fand DE. Connect 
the lines thus established, continuing the same a short 
distance below the line G F. Now return to Fig. 1 
and where the line 4 strikes the dome, draw a line at 
right angles to VU B and with the radius X L sweep a 
sort of a circle on Fig. 2 that will strike the center of 
line G F and be equal distance from the points @ and 
F. Mark and number as shown, which correspond on 
all the drawings. Carry the distances from the cir- 
cular line on Fig. 2, and add them to the same num- 
bers where the straight lines cross the line of dome in 
Fig. 1. This establishes the points of intersection 
for the collar and the dome, as, without this addition, 
the collar would only fit on the side of a straight piece 
of circular pipe. Weare now ready to strike pattern 
of collar. 

With XY as acenterand the radius Y H sweep 
circle indefinitely, and commencing at J Fig. 3, space 
off twice the distance around the large semicircle of 
Fig. 1; in this case twelve times, as I have drawn the 
pattera for one piece. Should your correspondent de- 
sire his pattern in two pieces, as he probably will, 
the modification will suggest itself. Now mark and 
number as in Fig. 1. Draw line from the point J” to 
the center X, and with the radius Y D sweep circle 
for small end of collar. Divide D’ £’ into the same 
number of parts as thecurve J’ H’ J’. Connect these 
points by straight lines. With the dividers taken 

fr om line D E£, Fig. 1, the distances to the points last 
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established thereon, and which are marked F 12345 
H, and carry them respectively to the corresponding 
numbers on the lines in Fig. 3 and by connecting the 
same by a freehand line, the result will be the pat- 
tern of T joint to fiton dome. All this is shown on 
diagram and will be readily understood. Allow for 
riveting. 

Now we have the pattern of collar, but Mr. Wat- 
ers wanted also to know how to get the perpendicular 
view of his job. To do so, carry lines from the points 
F12345 d, Fig. 1, to the line C B and using the 
point B for a center with the radius F F 11 22, etc., 
strike quarter-circles, Fig. 4. Draw a line B H and 
mark them with the corresponding numbers of Fig. 1. 
Take the distances that were added to the dome line of 
Fig. 1, so as to establish the line of connection be- 
tween T and dome, as forexample S 4, and mark those 
distances inside of curve lines on Fig, 4, all as shown 
in that drawing. At these points draw lines at right 
augles to F H and a line drawn by free-hand through 
the point of their intersection wil] give your corre- 
spondent a perpendicular view of his dome and the 
meeting points will correspond with those in the pat- 
tern, Fig. 3. 

To obtain shape of piece to cut out for T. Ono any 
line as H X Fig. 3, mark off, commencing at F, Fig. 
5, the various distances in Fig, 1, marked F123 45 
H; draw right angled linesas shown, Take the length 
of the straight lines as numbered in Fig. 4 and trans- 
fer them to corresponding lines in Fig. 5, and a free- 
hand line drawn so as to connect them together as 
shown will give the shape of piece to be cut from 
dome. 

If I were doing this job, I would get iron as long 
as possible and wide enough to cut my stock to ad- 
vantage. I think thirty inches wide would be about 
right, Would run seams upward as far as iron would 
reach, and what was needed to complete the dome at 
the top I would cut the other way, raising the pieces 
enough to preserve the curve. If for steam, would 
before riveting cement joints with asbestos; if for 
water only, would pack joints in thick red led and oil, 
I would not care about striking pattern for piece to 
cut out, nor to get the view as shown by Fig. 4, but 
would make collar by Figs. 1, 2 and 3, and mark out 
for hole after T was placed in position and fastened 
by a couple of bolts, ‘“Ky- TINK,”

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PATTERN FOR ROOF MOLDING. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I hereby enclose a description of molding which I 
trust you may find room for in your columns for in- 
sertion. The idea is that this molding be nailed on 
the edge of tin roofs to cover the unsightly appear- 
ance of irregular clipped and nailed heads It requires 
but very little more labor than secret nailing. It pre- 
sents a beautiful appearance and any person who is 
anxious to have a neat job done will willingly give 
10c per foot for it, which pays the mechanic for his 
labor, 

Fig. 1 represents the molding when completed. 
A is a piece of tin 4 in. wide and 20 in. long (if the 
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beading machine will permit of that length.) Turn 
beads on both sides as shown at B B; slip these pieces 
together and solder in lengths of 10, 12 or 14 feet, as 
circumstances demand. 

Fig. 2 is reduced size of rosettes; with flange and 


edge marked C, is a fluted strip 10 inches long the 
‘width of which is governed by height of flutes which 
are easily made by first turning a }-in. edge at nearly 
right angles to project under beads, as shown at B; 
form half-circle on both sides, turn on opposite side 
and form center crease over a thin piece of band iron. 








The miter of this piece is easily obtained by forming a 

piece and cutting it to fit the rosette and using it as a 

pattern for the others. These pieces and the rosettes 

are slipped under the beads and soldered together. 

This molding can be either bent or mitered around 

corners.

Structural ma- 
terial is firm and much is hoped for in the direction 
of pew business, The weakness in cast iron pipe is 
inducing some curtailment of production, notably at 
the South.”’
